The county Grand Jury, re- 
porting shortly before 3 o’clock 
this afternoon to Judge George 
H. Thompson, reported two 


true-bills. 

One charged Mario Girar- 
delli with the insurance burn- 
ing of the hotel at Nashville on 
August 25, last. 

The second indictment was 
one charging Adam _ Eugene 
Snyder, arrested Friday of last 
week, with forgery. 


The confession of Mario P. Gir- 
ardelli, 44, held in the county jail 
Since Friday, that he set afire the 
Montezuma Hotel building at Nash- 
Ville on August 25, last, and col- 
lected $5,678.43 in insurance was 
Riven to the county Grand Jury 
Wednesday morning. 

“He made a full and complete 
Statement of the case,” said District 
Attorney Henry S. Lyon, to whom 
Girardelli had given a confession | 
in the case Monday evening. 

Also present when Girardelli con- 
fessed to the district attorney were 
Sheriff George M. Smith and Deputy | 
Sheriff Ralph Jones. 

County officials declined to state 
for publication the source of the 
information which led them to take 
Girardelli into custody but said they | 
nad been working on the case for 
several months and had suspected 
that all was not well at the time 
the building burned. 

Recently, in the investigation, | 
they had been assisted by Horace 
Kennedy, arson expert of the state 
Division of Forestry, and P. A. Cor- 
coran, agent of the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters.

COUNTY'S DEBT 


TOTAL GIVEN 


Per Capita Obligation 
Is $25.96 For 1938, 
Association Reports 


Per capita bonded debt for the 
local governmental units in E] Do- 
rado county averaged $25.96 for the 
year ending June 30, 1938, accord- 
ing to a study of the bonded debt 
in California counties. recently com- 


pleted by California Taxpayers’ As-} 


sociation, 


Bonded debt of the governmental 
subdivisions in the county totalled 
$363,500, the association stated. Of 
this, the county’s bonded debt 
amounted to $32,000, that of the 
school districts, $198,000, and the 
municipalities in the county $133,- 
500. The bonded indebtedness shown 
does not include the county’s share 
of the state and federal indebted- 
ness. 


Per capita bonded indebtedness in 
the counties ranged from nothing 
in Mono county to a per capita of 
$158.05 in Los Angeles county, the 
Association found. The ten counties 
showing the lowest bonded debt per 
capita were Mono, none; Alpine, 83 
cents; Plumas, $1.69: Amador, $4.67. 
Tuolumne, $9.68: San Benito, $13.59; 
Siskiyou, $14.59; Kern, $15.21; Cal- 
averas, $15.21; and Trinity, $15.71. 

The ten counties in which the 
highest bonded indebtedness per 
capita was found were: Los An- 
geles, $158.05; Sacramento, $105 60; 
San Diego, $103.61; Colusa, $87.92: 
San Luis Obispo, $84.48: Orange. 
$82.95; Riverside, $76.54; Fresno, 
$70.53; San Joaquin, $69.70: and Al- 
ameda, $65.89, the association stat- 
ed. San Francisco, a combined city 
and county government, was not in- 
cluded in the study, the association 
pointed out, stating that, in addi- 
tion, many irrigation, reclamation. 
water, etc., districts debts, not hav- 
ing been reported, are not includ- 
ed.

Chris Runckle | 
Died Monday 


Brother Of Former Local 
Baker Was Active In 
Water District Circles 


Christian Runckle, 70, known as 
the “father” of the water district 
plan and secretary of the Alameda 
county water district since its 
foundation in 1914, died on Mon- 
day at Berkeley. He was a brother 
of the late Herman Runckle, former 
Placerville baker, and had visited 
here many times and was well and 
favorably known by older residents 
of the community. 


Runckle was born at Dutch Flat, 
Placer county, and taught school 
there at the age of 18. He later was 
a member of the Placer county board 
of education. He also was publish- 
er of the Colfax Sentinel, and later 
published the Washington Press, 
now defunct, at Niles. 

While teaching at Dutch Flat, Mr. 
Runckle also served as secretary of 
the Placer County Miners’ Associa- 
tion, and during world war years he 
served as secretary to Court Smith, 
then warden at Folsom prison. 


Survivors are his wife, Mrs. 
Sophie Runckle, a son, Christian H.,, 
and daughters, Mrs, Martha Achen- 
bach and Mrs. Louise Xpolos.

Sudden Storm Makes Raging 
Torrent Of Small Creek: 
Toll May Reach 50 


MOREHEAD, Ky., ip — Thirty- 
eight persons were known to have 
today in a= cloudburst 
which struck Rowan county 
overflowed Triplett Creek before 
most residents realized there was a 
major flood. 

Hundreds of homes were washed 
away in the surge of water. 

Joseph Duncan, Manager of the 
Telephone exchange at Morehead. 
in a brief long distance call to Ash- 
land after limited telephone serv- 
ice had been restored, confirmed 
that 38 had drowned and said he be- 
lieved that the death list would 
reach “at least 50.” 

Eleven of the drowned were said 
to have been identified but only the 
name of Mrs, Minnie G. Carter was 
reported because of the disrupted 
communications. 

The storm. struck shortly after 
midnight. Few realized that it would 
Start the mountain stream rising to 
flood stage within a matter of min- 
utes. 

The stream, ordinarily no wider 
than an alley, flows through the 
heart of this town of 2400 in 
northeastern Kentucky, 60 miles 
west of Ashland on the main road 
to Louisville.

HIGH SCHOOL’S 
COST TOLD 


A Year Ago, Each Pupil 
Compelled Expenditure 
Of $164.77 Says Survey 


El Dorado County high school 
district spent an average of $164.77 
for total current expense for each 
of the 428 pupils in average daily 
attendance during the school year 
1937-38, according to an analysis of 
the expenditures of the 162 largest 
high school districts in California, 
made public by California Taxpay- 
ers association. 

The district, one of 104 which 


maintain four-year high schools, 
grades 9 to 12, spent an average of 
$92.47 per pupil in average daily at- 
tendance for teacher salaries, $30.35 
for pupil transportation, and $41.95 
for other current expense, making 
the total of $164.77 for current ex- 
pense. In addition, the district spent 
$21.50 for capital] Outlay, $14.76 for 
bond interest, and $14.02 for bond 
redemption, the association found. 
The median or average expendi- 
ture for teacher salaries per pupil 
in average daily attendance for the 
twenty six districts of smaller size 
maintaining four-year high schools 
was $96.88 for 1937-38, the associa- 
tion stated, while the median ex- 
penditure for similar districts for 
other current expense was $44.79. 
Pointing out that the local school 
board is required to file Ats budget 
for the coming fiscal year with the 
county superintendent of schools on 
or before July 1 and that a Public 
hearing on the budget will be held

Traffic for the weekend was re- 
ported in unofficial surveys as 
“fairly heavy” and resorts in the 
American River Canyon and at Lake 
Tahoe were filled to capacity.

UNTIL the baby is about two, he 
should sleep in a crib which will pre- 
vent his rolling out. Be sure its bars 
are not wide enough s0 that he can 
get his head through, and be sure 
that, as he grows older, he cannot 
unfasten the side and fall out. For- 
bid the youngster’s first ventures at 
jumping up and down on the bed 
spring, a very hazardous activity. 
Spank for it, if necessary. Settle it 
forever. 


After the child is about two, let 
him have a low cot to which he can 
safely go alone. In case it has 
springs, they should be taut. The 
mattress should be thick and firm. 
Until he sleeps dry all night, place 
e rubber sheet under the linen sheet. 


Let his bed have no bolster and no 
pillow, except perhans a small one 
not too soft.

Follow the Clock 


Put to bed, from the time of his 
birth, by the clock, the baby comes 
to enjoy the rhythm of regularity. 
But as soon as his walking begins 
and his interests in doing things 
widen, he may tease to have his bed 
time postponed, even resist going 
to bed. Then you are on trial. If 
you relax much, you will have trou- 
ble ahead. 

Let him learn that you and he fol- 
low the clock. Make it a rule to say, 
“The clock says it is time for bed,” 
rather than, “You must go to bed.” 
The difference to him is very wide. 
He soon learns that the clock never 
wabbles, has no whims, gets no head- 
aches, never argues, never waits, 
As soon as he can toddle, make it a 
rule to give him a warning several 
minutes before it is time to go to 
bed. Point to the hands on the clock. 
Show him where they will be when 
he will go. This is good emotional 
preparation for him, in case you are 
consistent.
